‘Alabama made its second straight NCAA Tournament appearance in 
2014, marking the first back-to-back postseason trips since 2006-07. 
Competing in the Tallahassee regional, the Tide opened play with a 
five-set victory over Samford, the program's first ever win at the NCAA 
Tournament. 


ALL-AMERICANS 

Krystal Rivers became Alabama's first ever Third Team All-Amer- 
ican, as the program's previous nine honorees were all Honor- 
able Mention All-Americans. Joining Rivers as 2014 Honorable 
Mention All-Americans were Sierra Wilson and Kat Hutson 


SCHOOL RECORD FOR WINS 

The program set a new single season record for wins in 2014, finish- 
ing with a 26-8 overall mark. The previous record of 24 was originally 
set in 1995 and then matched in 2013. The 50 combined wins from 
2013 and 2014 are the most in any two-year span in school history. 


FOSTER ATTENDANCE RECORD 

The Crimson Tide set new home attendance records at Foster Audito- 
rium twice during the 2014 season, first doing so with a crowd of 1,749 
in a 3-1 win over LSU on Sept. 28 before shattering that mark on Nov. 
21 against Auburn as 2,169 fans watched the Tide beat the Tigers, 3-1.

ACADEMIC ALL-AMERICANS 

Sierra Wilson and Krystal Rivers were both named Captial One/ 
CoSIDA Academic All-Americans, marking the first time in pro- 
gram history that @ student had earned Academic All-America and 
All-America accolades in the same season. They were also the only 
volleyball Academic All-Americans from any SEC school in 2014.

Dr, Stuart R. Bell became the 29th president of The University of Alabama 
on July 15, 2015. Founded in 1831, the University is the state's flagship and a 
student-centered, comprehensive research university. 

Dr, Bell has broad administrative experience and is a nearly 30-year veteran 
of higher education. He previously served at UA for 16 years where he founded 
and directed an interdisciplinary research center. 

"| certainly look forward to leading this university as its next president 
and working alongside the many men and women who have made it a great 
university today and who will also make it a great university in the future,” 
Bell said on the day he was named UA president. “It’s just great to be here 
in Tuscaloosa, and it’s great to be in Alabama and to, once again, be able to 
say Roll Tidel” 

Immediately prior to becoming UA’s president, Dr. Bell was executive vice 
president and provost at Louisiana State University. During Dr. Bell's tenure 
there and earlier at the University of Kansas, where he served as dean of its 
College of Engineering, those institutions opened new facilities, and student 
recruitment, retention and success were emphasized. 

First joining UA in 1986 as an assistant professor in the UA College of 
Engineering's department of mechanical engineering, Dr. Bell was named 
department head nine years later. 

With research interest in combustion engines, Dr. Bell has expertise in 
alternative fuels for engines, innovative engine designs and modeling of 
engine and engine processes. He directed UA’s Center for Advanced Vehicle 
Technologies 

Dr. Bell was awarded the Society of Automotive Engineers’ Ralph Teetor 
Award for Outstanding Contributions to Research and Teaching in 1988. He 
was presented the T. Morris Hackney Faculty Leadership Award for the UA 
College of Engineering in 2001, and, in 2005, he received the Richard S. 
Woodbury Award from the American Society of Mechanical Engineers. 

A native of Abilene, Texas, Dr. Bell earned a nuclear engineering degree 
from Texas A&M University in 1979. He earned his master’s and doctorate 
degrees in mechanical engineering from Texas A&M in 1981 and 1986, 
respectively. 

He and his wife, Susan, have three adult children, Stuart, Stacy and Stephen.

TOP RANKE 
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BILL BATTLE 


DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 


William R. “Bil 
Battle is in his third 
year as Director 
of Athletics at 
The University of 
Alabama. Battle 
took over the job 
‘on Friday, March 22, 
2013, succeeding 
Mal Moore who had 
held the position 
since November, 
1999. Battle joined the Crimson Tide after 
‘a career as a college football coach and 
entrepreneur that was consistently hallmarked 
by innovation and foresight. 

A native of Birmingham, Ala., Battle 
attended The University of Alabama on a 
football scholarship and enjoyed a successful 
playing career as a three-year starter at end for 
the Crimson Tide under legendary head coach 
Paul "Bear" Bryant from 1960-62. Battle was a 
member of Bryant's first national championship 
team at Alabama in 1961. Generally regarded 
as the team’s best end throughout his playing 
career, Battle came to Tuscaloosa after starring 
in three sports at Birmingham's West End High 
School 

An excellent student, Battle earned 
a bachelor’s degree in Biology (minor in 
Psychology) from The University of Alabama 
in 1963 and a master’s degree in Education 
from The University of Oklahoma in 1964. He 
was an Acaclemic All-SEC selection as a senior 
in 1962 and was selected to play in the Senior 
Bowl all-star game in Mobile, Ala., in January of 
1963, He was named first team tight end and 
second team defensive end on The University 
of Alabama All Decade Team of the 1960s. 

Battle entered the coaching profession 
as a graduate assistant at The University of 
Oklahoma in 1963 under famed head coach 
Bud Wilkinson. In 1964 and 1965, he served as 
an assistant coach at the United States Military 
Academy while serving a two-year military 
tour. In 1966, he moved on to the University 


of Tennessee, where he served as an assistant 
coach under head coach Doug Dickey for four 
seasons (1966-69) until he was named head 
coach of the Volunteers in 1970. When he was 
named head coach, Battle was the youngest 
head coach in college football at the age of 28. 
During his seven-year tenure as head coach 
(1970-76), Battle's teams went 59-22-2, finished 
three seasons ranked in the nation’s top 10 
among five top-20 finishes and won four out of 
five bowl games. Battle's Tennessee teams won 
11 games once (1970) and at least 10 games in 
three different seasons (1970, 1971 and 1972). 
His first Tennessee team finished the season 
ranked fourth in both national polls. His 1971 
team finished ranked ninth in both national 
polls and the 1972 Tennessee squad finished 
ranked eighth by the Associated Press and 11th 
in the Coaches’ poll 
Battle began a career in the private sector 
after his coaching career ended, He held various 
positions within Circle $ Industries in Selma, 
Ala., and served as president of two different 
companies, as well as vice chairman of the 
Circle $ Holding Company Board. During his 
six years at Circle S, the organization grew from 
two companies earning $12 million in annual 
sales to 10 companies earning $60 million 
Battle founded The Collegiate Licensing 
Company (CLC) in 1981, and served as president 
and Chief Executive Officer (CEO) until 2002 
He also served as chairman of the board of 
Licensing Partners international (LPI), which 
was created in 2001 to represent the licensing 
interests of non-collegiate sports properties, as 
well as corporate and entertainment properties. 
A 1981 inductee into the Alabama Sports 
Hall of Fame, Battle was inducted as the first 
member of the charter class of the National 
Collegiate Licensing Association Hall of Fame 
in 2000. He was the recipient of the 2005 
Paul W. Bryant Alumni Athlete Award at The 
University of Alabama and was inducted into the 
International Licensing Industry Merchandisers’ 
Association (LIMA) Hall of Fame in 2008. 


Battle received a National Football 
Foundation award in December 2008 for 
Outstanding Contributions to Amateur 


Football. In June 2010, Bill was inducted 
into the National Association of Collegiate 
Marketing Administrators’ (NACMA) Hall of 
Fame. He was inducted into the Tennessee 
Sports Hall of Fame, receiving its Lifetime 
Achievement Award in 2011. He currently 
serves on the boards of the Bryant-Jordan 
Student-Athlete Foundation, The University 
of Alabama A-Club Educational & Charitable 
Foundation, the Crimson Tide Foundation, and 
the National Football Foundation. 

Battle's wife, Mary, is a summa cum laude 
graduate of the University of Texas School of 
Nursing with a Bachelor of Science degree in 
nursing. She earned a Master of Science in 
healthcare administration from the University 
of Alabama-Birmingham. For many years Mary 
worked in the healthcare industry both in the 
clinical setting and for healthcare corporations 
that developed and managed physician 
provider networks including the development 
of strategically significant relationships with 
payors and business and industry. 

Mary currently serves on the Arthritis 
Foundation National Board of Directors and 
is the chairperson of the Arthritis Foundation 
Leadership Council for the Birmingham 
market. She is also a member of the Volunteer 
Engagement Task Team for the Arthritis 
Foundation. In addition, Mary is an inaugural 
member of the UAB School of Medicine 
Board of Visitors and is active in fundraising 
activities for UAB that support research 
projects targeting more effective treatment for 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

The Battles are part of UAB's Stem Cell 
Institute Board and are both active in their 
support of UAB's Department of Rheumatology. 
In their leisure time, the Battles enjoy life 
fon their ranch in Georgia, Mary is an avid 
equestrian while Bill enjoys working on various 
projects around the ranch.

HOME OF THE ALABAMA CRIMSON TIDE 


The University of Alabama Athletics Department renovated and 
expanded Foster Auditorium to create a new home for the Crimson 
Tide's volleyball and women’s basketball programs, as the teams began 
competing again in Foster Auditorium in 2011 

The restoration of the venerable three-story building was completed 
in January of 2011 in time for a women's basketball game between 
Alabama and Florida on Feb. 13, when the Tide defeated the Gators 
64-59. In their first return match to Foster Auditorium, the Alabama 
women’s volleyball team posted a 3-0 (25-12, 25-15, 25-15) victory over 
Alabama State in the Hampton Inn Bama Bash on Aug. 26, 2011 

The remodel of the facility included refurbishing the arena portion 
of the building with new seating both on the floor level and on the 
second level overlooking the court, creating an impressive competitive 
atmosphere for both sports 

“From the outside, Foster is a magnificent building,” head women’s 
volleyball coach Ed Allen said. “Once you get to the inside, you see the 
quality at which the building was renovated, with the ability to create an 
intimate environment, Everything was done first class.” 

The renovation also included suites for both programs to house 
locker rooms, team areas, meeting and video rooms, and coaches offices. 
A weight room and athletics training facilities were also included in the 
project. 

"Foster Auditorium is one of the best volleyball facilities in the 
country,” Allen said. “It provides a huge impact on our ability to attract 
the kind of athletes we expect to get at Alabama. For them to see the 
atmosphere they're going to play in and how they are going to be taken 
care of makes the facility vital to our success. The fact that we don’t have 
to leave the arena to lift weights, practice or play will be enticing to 
future players at Alabama.” 

Originally built in 1939, Foster Auditorium was named in 1942 for 
Richard Clarke Foster, president of The University of Alabama from 
1937-41. It was the largest and most expensive of 14 buildings added 
to campus between 1936 and 1939, using funds from the Public Works 
Administration. 

In its original capacity, Foster served as home for intramural sports, 
graduations, concerts, lectures and campus meetings. It also served as 
the home of several varsity athletic programs over the years, including 
the men’s basketball team from 1939-68, women’s basketball, which 
played a few games in Foster in their inaugural season in 1975, and 
gymnastics from 1975-84. 
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In the early years of the Alabama's volleyball program, the team 
practiced and competed in Foster. The women's volleyball program, 
which began in 1974, played their first 15 seasons (1974-81 and 1989-95) 
in Foster Auditorium. The program was discontinued from 1982-88. The 
volleyball program made the move away from Foster before the 1996 
season, playing in the main arena of Coleman Coliseum from 1996-99 
Beginning with the 2000 campaign, volleyball competed in the Coleman 
Auxiliary Volleyball Extension (CAVE) for 11 seasons, before returning to 
Foster Auditorium in 2011 

The University of Alabama women's athletic program, including 
coaches and administrative offices, was located in Foster during the 
1970s through the early 1980s. 

"With the way Foster is designed, it’s going to create a lot of energy 
for the team and an atmosphere that fans will want to come back 
to," Allen said. “Playing in an intimate environment is going to be a 
huge home-court advantage for us and it provides an opportunity to 
springboard the program. Additionally, it has all the bells and whistles 
that should help attract top-notch recruits. It was a huge selling point in 
my decision to come to Alabama.”

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HEAD COACH ED ALLEN 


Ed Allen enters his fifth season as 
the head women’s volleyball coach 
at the University of Alabama in 
2015. Allen was named the head 
women’s volleyball coach at the 
Capstone on Jan. 10, 2011, after 
being named the 2010 Conference 
USA Coach of the Year and the 2010 
AVCA Midwest Regional Coach of 
the Year at the University of Tulsa 

Allen, the fourth head coach in 
the history of the Alabama volleyball 
program, has led the Crimson Tide 
to a 79-52 overall record in his time 
at the Capstone. He has quickly built 
Alabama into a contender, earning 
the program's first winning season 
in four years in 2012 with 18 wins, 
the most since 2005. He improved 
even further on that mark in his third season, guiding Alabama to a 
24-10 record in 2013 and its first NCAA Tournament appearance since 
2007. The 24 wins were the most for the Tide since 1995 and the NCAA 
Tournament berth was the fourth in school history and the first under 
Allen, His stellar 2013 campaign helped earn him AVCA South Region 
Coach of the Year honors. In 2014, he improved on that mark with a 26-8 
record, setting a new school record for wins in a single season. The stellar 
year was capped by a return trip to the NCAA Tournament, marking the 
first back-to-back postseason appearances for Alabama since 2006-07 
There, Alabama opened play against Samford with a five-set win, marking 
the Tide's first NCAA Tournament victory. 

Awinner at every level of coaching, Allen owns a career record of 573. 
235 (.709) in his 24th season as a head coach in 2015. The 2014 season 
was the 22nd winning season for Allen in his 23 years as a head coach. 

In 2014, Krystal Rivers became the first Tide player to earn AVCA 
Third Team All-America honors, as she ws joined by honorable mention 
honorees Sierra Wilson and Kat Hutson for a program-best three All 
America nods. Additionally, Rivers and Wilson garnered CoSIDA/Capital 
One Academic All-America accolades, becoming the first teammates in 
Alabama history to win the award in the same season. No other school in 
the SEC had any Academic All-Americans in 2014

In the 2013 season, Krystal Rivers, Sierra Wilson and Brittany Thomas 
were all named to the AVCA All-South Region team, while Rivers was also 
named to the All-SEC team and Freshman All-SEC team. Additionally, 
Rivers and Thomas combined for five SEC Freshman of the Week honors. 

Allen is a six-time conference coach of the year award winner, 
while guiding his teams to five regular-season titles, four conference 
tournament titles, and the NCAA postseason six times. He has coached 
63 all-conference performers and eight conference player of the year 
selections 

In his final season at Tulsa (2010), Allen guided the Golden Hurricane 
to a school-record 31 wins, including a 20-0 record in Conference USA 
action. The 20 conference wins also set a school mark, and he guided 
Tulsa to the program's first NCAA Tournament victory, a 3-0 upset win 
over 13th-seeded LSU 

In 2010, Tulsa captured the C-USA regular-season title for the second 
time in school history, the first coming in 2006 (Allen‘s first year with the 
program). He led Tulsa to a 31-3 campaign and a second-round finish in 
the 2010 NCAA Tournament. 

In five seasons at Tulsa, Allen led his team to at least 20 wins each 
year and compiled an overall record of 133-37 (.782), with a 65-19 (.774) 
conference mark. He became the fastest Golden Hurricane coach to 
reach 100 wins since the program began in 1976, accumulating more 
wins in the first five seasons than any other coach in the history of the 
program. 

Tulsa volleyball players combined for 24 all-conference selections 
during Allen's tenure, including nine first-team selections, two player of 
the year honorees, three setter of the year honorees, and one freshman 
of the year. Tyler Henderson was named the 2010 C-USA Player of the 
Year and garnered her second straight AVCA All-America selection. 
Henderson was the second All-American for Tulsa to be coached by 
Allen. The other was setter Julia Silva, a former assistant coach at 
Alabama, who was a three-time AVCA honorable mention All-American 
and a two-time C-USA Setter of the Year. 

In his last 12 seasons as a head coach, Allen has guided his teams to 
eight regular-season or tournament championships. His first squad (2006) 
at Tulsa won the C-USA regular-season title, while his second (2007) won 
the C-USA postseason tournament crown, earning the program's first 
NCAA Tournament berth. He was named the Conference USA Coach of 
the Year twice, first in 2006 and again in 2010. 

Prior to Tulsa, Allen spent three seasons (2003-05) as the head 
volleyball coach at Presbyterian College in Clinton, S.C. During his tenure, 


Allen's teams compiled an overall 94-18 record, a 39-3 conference 
mark, won three South Atlantic Conference Championships, two 
conference tournament titles and qualified for the NCAA Division 
I National Tournament twice. At Presbyterian, Allen coached two 
All-Americans, three conference players of the year, two conference 
tournament MVPs, one freshman of the year, 12 all-conference players 
and five all-region selections. 

Allen served on the NCAA Division Il Head Coaches Committee, 
NCAA Division II South Region Poll Committee and NCAA Division Il 
South Region Player Committee while at Presbyterian 

Allen spent 11 years as head coach of the Anderson University 
volleyball program in Anderson, Ind. During that tenure, he built the 
program into one of the nation’s premier NCAA Division Ill squads. 
His teams compiled a program-record 11 straight win 
including nine 20-win seasons, won 17 tournament titles, and posted 
a 267-128 (.676) record. He coached 34 all-conference, 23 all 
tournament, and two conference players of the year during his tenure 
with the Ravens 

Allen also served as assistant director of athletics at Anderson 
University for seven years and was responsible for facility management. 
In five of his final six years at Anderson, Allen's teams earned CoSIDA 
‘Academic All-America honorees and in each of his 11 years as head 
coach at Anderson the team compiled at least a cumulative 3.0 GPA 
He also coached two academic All-Americans and four academic all- 
region selections at Anderson. 

Prior to moving to the collegiate level, Allen was an assistant 
volleyball coach at Pendleton Heights (Ind.) High School for three 
years (1989-91) and also had a two-year mark of 33-6 as the junior 
varsity coach 

Allen earned his bachelor’s degree in physical education in 1988 
and his master’s degree in athletic administration in 1996, both from 
Ball State University. He is also a member of the American Volleyball 
Coaches Association (AVCA)

SETTING THE STANDARD FOR INTERCOLLEGIATE 
ATHLETICS IN VOLLEYBALL. 


The Southeastern Conference continues to flourish as a solid and competitive 
lenge in women's collegiate volleyball and has made stellar contributions 
in the sport. 


The conference has sent at least two SEC teams to the NCAA Tournament 
in every season the last 25 years. 


The SEC had a team reach the Final Four seven of the 10 seasons in the 
1990s, with the league having a team advance to the regional final nine of 
those 10 seasons. 

Since 2000, the SEC has had a team reach the Final Four three times and 
the regional final six times. 


The Florida Gators won their 21st SEC title in 2014, capping off a perfect 
18-0 league mark and an overall regular-season record of 25-3. 

Five teams from the SEC represented the league in the 2014 NCAA 
Division | Women’s Volleyball Championship: Alabama, Florida, Kentucky, 
LSU and Texas A&M. At least three SEC teams have advanced to the NCAA 
Tournament each season since 2004. 


SEC student-athletes earned six AVCA All-America honors in 2014, while 
13 SEC volleyball players received Honorable Mention All-America honors. 
The SEC has boasted at least three AVCA All-America selections each year 
for six consecutive seasons. 


Since the inaugural SEC volleyball championship in 1979-80, many changes 
have occurred in the conference with volleyball. The addition of Missouri 
and Texas A&M to the league in 2012 increased the number of SEC 
institutions sponsoring volleyball to 13. 


The SEC Network, a new 24/7 sports network operated by ESPN 
that launched August 14, 2014, elevated the Southeastern Conference 
volleyball programs with unprecedented national television coverage. The 
SEC Network aired 40 matches throughout the season and an additional 
10 matches appeared on ESPNU. An additional slate of SEC matches were 
carried on SEC Network+.

Nina Foster is remembered as one of the greatest 
volleyball players in the program's history, after back-to- 
back stellar performances during the 1994-95 seasons. 
The middle blocker became the first Crimson Tide player 
to eam honorable mention All-America status and AVCA 
All-District honors, She led the nation in blocks per game 
(1.90) and was second in the nation in kills per game 
(6.02) in 1994. During her tenure at the Capstone, Foster 
led the conference in blocks per game and kills per game. 
Foster also can be found in numerous categories in the 
‘Alabama record books. She ranks second all-time for solo blocks with 115, eighth 
in block assists with 240 and eighth in kills with 1,289. Foster holds the Tide record 
for highest career hitting percentage, at 3402

Hailing from Ft. Wayne, Ind., Erin Heffner became the 
second player in Alabama volleyball history named 
honorable mention All-America and was the first Crimson 
Tide volleyballer to be honored by the AVCA. Heffner 
also was the first Alabama player to earn the honor 
twice. Heffner led the SEC in kills per game in 2003 and 
2004 and finished ninth in the nation in 2004 with 5.55 
kills per game. The two-time AVCA All-District selection 
also garnered AVCA South District Freshman of the Year 
accolades in 2001, One of the most successful players to 
wear the crimson and white, Heffner can be found on every career record list except 
assists and is the all-time kills leader with 2,090

Crystal Hudson, a Hueytown native, is one of the greatest 
middle blockers in Tide history. Hudson led her team 
to the first, second and third NCAA tournament berths 
in program history. In 2006, she led the team with 452 
kills and 125 blocks. Hudson also posted an .824 hitting 
percentage against Kentucky, placing her fifth in the 
individual match records for hitting percentage. Hudson 
also held the Alabama record in that category after 
pulling in a .917 hitting percentage against Oklahoma in 
2005.
